World war army. 


Foreign Minister von Ribbentrop 


earlier, however, had conferred at his 
Alpine home with Count Csaky, for- 
eign minister of Hungary whose co- 
operation, or at least "benevolent neu- 
trality," Nazis acknowledge would be 
of vital importance to the German- 
Italian alliance in event of a Euro- 
pean war. 


Tlie air chief, Field Marshal Goering, 


is considered Hitler's right hand man, 
and Press Chief Otto Dietrich handles 
official pronouncements. 


Reports were received that "large 


numbers" of fresh German troops had 
arrived at Gleiwitz, on Poland's south- 
western border, within the last five 
days. Gleiwitz is near Beuthen, where 
a 70-mile strip of border was closed 
Wednesday. Nazis attributed the in- 
itiative for the closing to the Poles.

lemons and limes, the two most pop- 
ular of the "adc" fruits, is at its 
height. Lemons arc available the year 
around—for drinks as well as num- 
erous other uses. The season for lim- 
es in this country usually opens early 
n April, ends along in December. 


Tin's summer, supplies of limes and 


emons should be plentiful. The lemon 
crop, which started coming to market 
last November, is the largest since 
the 1934-35 crop and very nearly the 
largest on record. The lime crop will 
also top tho.se of previous years 


Shopping tips for limes arc few. Or- 


dinarily good limes are heavy for their 
size. That indicates good juice con- 
tent. Decay may appear as a mold or 
a sa soft discolored plate on the stem 
end. Brown dixcolonjtions of Ihe skin 
may or may not affect the fruit in- 
side. 


Lemons hlat have a fine texlcurcd 


-skin and are heavy for their size are 
generally of better quality than the 
coarse-skinned, light weight fruit. De- 
cay, as in limes, appears as a mold 
or as a soft discoloration at the stem 
end. Lemons to avoid are those thai 
arc soft or spongy to the touch. 


Even before vitamins were singled 


out by food scientists it was known 
that lemons and limes had a certain 
something needed in the diet. Sailors 
look long supplies of lemons and lim- 
es on voyages, lo prevent the dread 
disease of scurvy. To day this has 
been identified as vitamin C or as- 
corbic acid. As a source of it lemon 
juice ranks along

Besides giving flavor to cooling li- 


quid refreshments—lemons and limes 
have countless other uses in cooking. 
Both are good in sherbets and ices— 
in sauces to serve over cakes and 
puddings—and in pies. To make the 
most of the fresh flavor of the lemon 
add the juice and grated rind to the 
filling of a pie at th end of Ihe cook- 
ing—along with the butter. Beat and 
pour into a baked pic crust. Or serve 
it as a pudding if the weather is too 
hot to bother about making pastry. 


Lemon juice mixed with melted but- 


ter and parsley slips makes a simple 
sauce to serve with fish, or over 
cooked carrots. Squeezed over prunes, 
bananas, a slice of honcycicw melon, 
lemon juice tones up the natural good 
flavor. Added to the whites of eggs 
in an omelet after beating is well a- 
long 1,4 teaspoon of juice will help to 
hold up the "fluff." In making jelly 
from fruits high in pectin, low in 
acid, one tablespoon lemon juice ad- 
ded to a cup of fruit juice will usually 
furnish enough acidity to help the 
jelly "jell."
